TEACHING THE 


CHICKS TO ROOST 


"\Vhere a large number of chicks are 


being raised in one brooder house dif- 
ficulty is often experienced in prevent- 
ing the birds from piling up at night 
after the heat is removed, and causing 


• 
serious losses, says T. S. Townsley of 
the University of Missouri college of 
agriculture. 
To prevent this over- 


crowding the birds should be taught 
to roost as early as possiblp. If roosts 
are made out of 1 by 3-inch strips 
placed 12 to 15 inches from the floor, 
the birds can easily be taught to go to 
roost. If the chicks do not go up on the 
roost of their own accord they should 
be gently placed on the roosts after 
dark for one or two nights until they 
get the roosting habit. 


Look Out for Mites.—This season of 


the year a constant lookout should be 
kept by all poultry keepers for mites 
In the houses and coops. A mite is very 
small and difficult to see unless spe- 
cial search is made. They appear as mi- 
cute, gray Or reddish specks.. When 
present in large numbers, the mites 
ha^e the appearance of dust. Mites re- 
produce very rapidly and are a great 
source of annoyance to the hens when 
present in large numbers. The mites 
live by sucking blood from the hens. 
A severe attack of mites -ft ill cause the 
hens to lose flesh and stop laying, and 
will oftentimes produce death. To get 
rid of mites the houses must be care- 
fully cleaned and then painted or 
sprayed with repellent material. A 
heavy spraying with coal oil followed 
In two or three days by giving the 
roosts and surrounding boards a thor- 
ough painting with crude oil \\ ill clean 
up the mites and keep the houses free 
for several months. This treatment 
should be applied twice yearly to all 
poultry houses as a precautionary 
measure against mites.

Immigration Loss Blamed 


For Present Shortage of 


Labor in United States 


If every soldier were back on his 


old job the country would still be 
4,000,000 short of its normal number of 
workers dne to the loss of immigration 
the last four years; if industry does 
not quickly develop some means for 
overcoming this shortage it will be ser- 
iously handicapped in adjusting itself 
to new conditions, say officials of the 
United States training service of the 
department of labor. 


They point out that the country has 


gone without its normal supply of 
peace-time commodities for years and 
now it must replenish freely. Fur- 
thermore Europe has lost millions of 
men and tens of billions of property 
in the devastated regions must be 
made good. It is urged that to meet 
this extraordinary situation the work- 
ers In factories and shops must be 
assisted by increasing their skill and 
interest in their work. The estimat- 
ed shortage in this country of 700,- 
000 houses is cited as showing how 
far the nation is behind normal produc- 
tion. 


Training courses In the industrial 


plants, conducted at the employer's 
expense, are advocated as one of the 
practical means of putting industry 
on a normal footing. More than 350 
firms have already instituted courses 
of this sort and according to reports 
received by the training service, have 
benefited in'better production and re- 
duced turnover. The workers on the 
other hand have increased their skill 
and broadened their knowledge of their 
trades. 


Plan to Make Safe Grade 


Crossings and Curves for 


Vehicles and Occupants 


To abolish the danger of grade 


crossings without abolishing the cross- 
ing, is the object of the road commis- 
sioner of one of the Southern states. 
He suggests a strip of road running 
for about 100 yards alongside the rail- 
way track and joined to the highway 
by a broad curve, well banked, so that 
a driver, f>n nnprnnrhlng the tracks 
and suddenly becoming aware of an 
oncoming train, could swerve to the 
right and avoid a smash. 


Another road improvement has been 


put into effect in some parts of Cali- 
fornia where the roads climb steep 
hills in long zlz-zags. At the sharp 
angles 
where

large circles of road have been cut, 
outside the angle, so that a car com- 
ing down the mountains at high speed 
can swing around the circle and pro- 
ceed on its downward path without 
the danger of making a sharp turn.

IRMEN are preparing to make 
the Azores islands the aerial 
junction of the future. They 
predict that this garden spot 


of the Atlantic, with its mild climate 
and other health giving qualities, will 
become the stopover for all overseas 
travel by airplane and dirigible. They 
point out that the exploit of the United 
States navy in effecting a crossing has 
virtually put the islands on the map, 
as far as the general public Is con- 
cerned ; that for many years problems 
of construction will limit the over- 
seas route to the Azores, where fuel 
and other supplies may be replenish- 
ed, says the New York Tribune. 


Rising to a height of more than 


7,000 feet—as in the case of Pico— 
and at the lowest 350 feet above sea 
level, as the island of Corvo, the is- 
lands form an oasis in a desert of wa- 
ter and mist and heavy banks of clouds 
•—clouds that rise oft the water in the 
morning and blot out everything from 
view, narrowing the horizon to a few 
feet for the anxious aerial pilot and his 
navigator. 


Already navigators are at work on

Dead City of Farmagusta, on Island of 


Cyprus, a Monument to Their

Farmagusta, "the place of the god-

One look 
at the wrecked city shows plainly that 
the goddess has forsaken her altars.

Immigration Loss Blamed 
For Present Shortage of 
Labor in United States 


If every soldier were back on his 
okl job the country would still be 
4,000,000 short of its normal number of 
workers due to the loss of Immigration 
the last four years; if industry does 
not quickly develop some means for 
overcoming this shortage it will be ser­ 
iously handicapped in adjusting itself 
to new conditions, say officials of the 
United States training service of the 
department of labor. 


They point out that the country has 
gone without its normal supply of 
peace-time commodities for years and 
now It must 
replenish freely. Fur­ 
thermore Europe has lost millions of 
men aiid tens of billions of property 
in the devastated regions must be 
made good. It is urged that to meet 
this extraordinary situation the work­ 
ers in factories and shops must be 
assisted by increasing their skill and 
Interest in their work. The estimat­ 
ed shortage in this country of 700,- 
000 houses Is cited as showing how 
far the nation is behind normal produc­ 
tion. 


Training courses in the industrial 
plants, conducted at the employer’s 
expense, are advocated as one of the 
practical means of putting industry 
on a normal footing. More than 350 
firms have already instituted courses 
of this sort and according to reports 
received by the training service, have 
benefited in'better production and re­ 
duced turnover. The workers on the 
other hand have increased their skill 
and broadened their knowledge of their 
trades. 


Plan to Make Safe Grade 
Crossings and Curves for 
Vehicles and Occupants 


To abolish the danger of grade 
crossings without abolishing the cross­ 
ing, Is the object of the road commis­ 
sioner of one of the Southern states. 
He suggests a strip of road running 
for about 100 yards alongside the rail­ 
way track and Joined to the highway 
by a broad curve, well banked, so that 
a driver, on approaching the tracks 
and suddenly becoming aware of an 
oncoming train, could swerve to the 
right and avoid a smash. 


Another road improvement has been 
put into effect in some parts of Cali­ 
fornia where the roads climb steep 
hills in long zlz-zags.

IRMEN are preparing to make 
the Azores Islands the aerial 
junction of the future. They 
predict that this garden spot 
of the Atlantic, with its mild climate 
and other health giving qualities, will 
become the stopover for all overseas 
travel by airplane and dirigible. They 
point out that the exploit of the United 
States navy in effecting a crossing has 
virtually put the islands on the map, 
as far as the general public is con­ 
cerned; that for many years problems 
of construction will limit the over­ 
seas route to the Azores, where fuel 
and other supplies may be replenish­ 
ed, says the New York Tribune. 


Rising to a height of more than 
7,000 feet—as in the case of Pico— > 
and at tho lowest 350 feet above sea 
level, as the island of Corvo, the Is­ 
lands form an oasis in a desert of wa­ 
ter and mist and heavy banks of clouds 
^-clouds that rise off the water in the 
morning and blot out everything from 
view, narrowing the horizon to a few 
feet for the anxious aerial pilot and his 
navigator. 


Already navigators are at work on 
Instruments to eliminate these diffi­ 
culties.

Standing on the shore and looking out 
over the expanse of water, the ocean 
seems a fixed and eternal fact, but 
the seas had a beginning and 'vill have 
.in end. Scientists say that when this 
line comes Die last drop of water will 
imve been absorbed into the earth’s 
»iu.ni its surface will be a desert and 
all life will become extinct. 


Tin* age of the oceans have been 
« Miniated by a leading authority, Pru 
feasor Frank Clarke of the United 
State* (Ji-iilogical survey, at about 90,* 
•juo,ouu >car.v 
This, of course, is only 
in approximation, but is based on 
cart fully studied scientific data. 


All the water was once contained 
in the vapor that surrounded the glow­ 
ing, slowly n.i.Jing mass which is now 
Ihe earth. After the gases combined 
to form water ihe process of making 
the ocean salt began. 
This was the 
work of the rivers. Mineral salts were 
extracted from tye rocks over which 


they flow and deposited in the sea, 


JCach year the action of the streams 
i* said to make the ocean slightly more 
salty, and this is the basis on which 
its age Is calculated. 
The amount of 
salt carried by the rivers of the world 
i* computed by the scientists and com­ 
pared with the total quantity in the 
ocean. 
After evaporation and the ve- 
hifjty of currents have bet 
consid- 
eied. it }s possible to calculate how 
long it lias taken to make the sea 
water as salty as it is today. 


About three and a half per cent of 
mineral suits and 90J,£ per cent fresh 
water make up the oceans. 
Three- 
fourths of the solid matter is common 
salt, other ingredients being chloride, 
sulphate and bromide if magnesium; 
sulphate and carbonate of lime and 
sulphate of potash, besides traces of 
various other minerals and metals, in* 
eluding gold and silyer.

Organized labor has not depended 
upon words to prove its patriotism. Its 
whole-hearted support of the govern­ 
ment in the crisis of war should be 
sufficient answer to any query on this 
subject. This support was of the kind 
that befits men and women imbued 
with our republic’s ideals, and who 
realize that when a government that is 
founded on these ideals falls the loss 
is an individual one for every Ameri­ 
can citizen worthy of the name. 


Organized labor distinguishes be­ 
tween a government that rests on the 
whim of one man or a small group of 
men and a government of, by and for 
the people. 


Our 1919 Labor day celebration fea­ 
tures this difference between the two 
systems of government which recently 
struggled for mastery. 
The thought 
behind these systems Is older than any 
nation. In truth, nations are but an in­ 
cident, but a process, in this struggle 
of human liberty and advancement 
versus the ancient theory of govern­ 
ment so well illustrated by German 
junkerdom. 


Organized labor is not a peace move­ 
ment. 
While we long for the day of 
Industrial concord, when disputes be­ 
tween capitalists and laborers will not 
longer feature our industrial life, we 
refuse to paralyze our movement by 
surrendering the right to strike against 
wrong when other methods fail.

untt^ the custard is firm. 
Cool and 
serve surrounded with sections of or­ 
ange. 
This custard will unmold and 
hold its shape.

Pudd ng.—Heat two cupfuls of milk in 
a double boiler, add one-third of a cup­ 
ful of sugar or one-fourth ot a cupful 
of honey and stir in six tablespoonfuls 
of tapioca. 
Cook until clear. 
Pour 
Into a bowl to cool, then fold in one 
cupful of heavy cream whipped with a 
teaspoonful of vanilla 
Serve with 
peaches sliced or any berries in sea­ 
son. 


Indian Coconut Pudding.—Heat one 
quart of milk to the boiling point, add 
a cupful of cornmeal, stirring constant­ 
ly; cook ten to fifteen minutes. Add 
a teaspoonful of salt, a third of a cup­ 
ful of sugar, half a cupful of shredded 
coconut, and one-fourth of a teaspoon­ 
ful of cinnamon. 
Bake in a greased 
pan in a slow oven one hour. 


Apricot Ice—Take a cupful of corn 
sirup, two cupfuls of canned or fresh 
apricots; cook until soft, mash and 
put through a colander. 
If the dried 
apricots are used soak overnight and 
cook until soft before mashing. Add 
two tablespoonfuls of lemon juice, a 
cupful of water, mix well and freeze». 
If a cream is wanted, substitute a cup 
of thin cream for the water and freeze. 


Junket.—Heat to 
luke-warm 
tem­ 
perature one quart of milk; dissolve 
a junket tablet in a tablespoonful of 
water and stir into the milk while 
warm. Add half a cupful of honey and 
a teaspoonful of lemon or orange ex­ 
tract, pour into sherbet cups and et 
stand in a warm room until set. Then 
place on ice and chili. 
Serve with a 
spoonful of berries and cream, or a

Fish Aspic.—Put head and bones of 
tthitefiah into one quart of cold win­ 
ter, add two cupfuls of tomato iulce, 
two tablespoonfuls of chopped onion, 
two tablespoonfuls each of chopped 
carrot and celery, two sprigs of pars­ 
ley and a bit of bay leaf, and one and 
a half teaspoonfuls of peppercorns. 
Simmer gently one and one-half hours, 
strain, season with salt, cayenne and 
lemon juice. When cool add the whites 
and yolks of two fcggs with four table­ 
spoonfuls of gelatin; stir constantly 
until the boiling point is reached, let 
stand ten minutes, strain through a 
double thickness of cheesecloth and 
mold until firm. Serve on lettuce with 
any desired dressing. This aspic may 
be used as the foundation for any num­ 
ber of fish salads. 
Take some of the 
aspic, hard-cooked egg, shrimps and 
cucumber, and a most pleasing combi­ 
nation is prepared. 


Cheese and Banana Salad.—Remove 
the skin from two bananas, scrape and 
cut In halves lengthwise. 
Mix one 
Neufchatel cheese with

spoonfuls of chopped mint leaves, add 
suit and French dressing to moisten.

Banbury Tarts,—Sift together two 
and one-half cupfuls of flour. tw?o and 
a half teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
o n e 'a n d one-fourth teaspoonfuls of 
salt. 
Work or cut in with two knives 
four tablespoonfuls <ff shortening; add 
a linif cupful of cold water, knead 
lightly and roll 
out. 
Spread 
with 
three 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
shortening, 
roll up like a jelly roll, pat with rolling 
pin and roll out. 
Spread again with 
three tablespoonfuls of fat and roll up. 
pat and roll out again; repeat until 
three-fourths of a cup of shortening Is 
used, then roll the pastry to one-fourth 
inch In thickness and cut into five« 
Inch circles. 
Fill with#the mixture of 
two cupfuls of raisins (chopped), half 
a cupful of jelly, and hulf a cupful of 
bread crumbs. 
Place the filling on one 
side, wet the edges and fold, pressing 
the edges well together. 
Prick and 
bake on a baking sheet. 


Hermits.—Take half a cupful 
of 
melted shortening, add one cupful oi 
molasses and half a cupful of sour 
milk; sift with two cupfuls of white 
flour and one of oat flour, one fea 
spoonful each of soda, cinnamon and 
cloves, one-fourth of a teaspoonful of 
nutmeg, one and one-half tenspoonfulb 
of salt; add i\ cupful of chopped rais­ 
ins and mix as usual.

TEACHING THE 
CHICKS TO ROOST 


Vegetables of the Home 
Garden Said to Possess 


Medicinal Properties 


Where a large number of chicks are 
being raised In one brooder house dif- 
ficulty Is often experienced in prevent- 
ing the birds from piling up at night 
after the heat Is removed, and causing 
serious losses, says T. S. Townsley of 
the University of Missouri college of 
egriculture. 
To prevent this over- 
crowding the birds should be taught 
to roost as early as possible. If roosts 
are made out of 1 by 3-lnch strips 
placed 12 to 15 inches from the floor, 
the birds can easily be taught to go to 
roost. If the chicks do not go up on the 
roost of their own accord they should 
be gently placed on the roosts after 
dark for one or two nights until they 
get the roosting habit. 


Look Out for Mites.—This season of 
the year a constant lookout should be 
kept by all poultry keepers for mites 
In the houses and coops. A mite Is very 
small and difficult to see unless spe- 
cial search is made. They appear as nii- 
ctite, gray or reddish specks.^ When 
present in large numbers, the mites 
ha*'e the appearance of dust. Mites re- 
produce very rapidly and are a great 
source of annoyance to the hens when 
present In large numbers. The mites 
live by sucking blood from the hens. 
A severe attack of mites will cause the 
hens to lose flesh and stop laying, and 
will oftentimes produce death. To get 
rid of mites the houses must be care- 
fully cleaned aftd then painted or 
sprayed with repellent material. A 
heavy spraying with coal oil followed 
in two or three days by giving the 
roosts and surrounding boards a thor- 
ough painting with crude oil will clean 
up the mites and keep the houses free 
for several months. This treatment 
should be applied twice yearly to all 
poultry houses 
as a 
precautionary 
ineaBure against mites.

IRMEN are preparing to make 
the Azores islands the aerial 
junction of the future. They 
predict that this garden spot 
of the Atlantic, with Its mild climate 
and other health giving qualities, will 
become the stopover for all overseas 
travel by airplane and dirigible. They 
point out that the exploit of the United 
States navy in effecting a crossing has 
virtually put the islands on the map, 
fls far as the general public Is con- 
cerned; that for many years problems 
of construction will limit the over- 
seas route to the Azores, where fuel 
and other supplies may be replenish- 
ed, says the New York Tribune. 


Rising to a height of more than 
7.000 feet—as In the case of Pico— 
and at th© lowest 350 feet above sea 
level, as the island of Corvo, the is- 
lands form an oasis in a desert of wa- 
ter and mist and heavy banks of clouds 
—clouds that rise ofl! the water in the 
morning and blot out everything from 
view, narrowing the horizon to a few 
feet for the anxious aerial pilot and his 
navigator. 


Already navigators are at work on 
instruments to eliminate these diffi- 
culties. They count on the Azores with 
all of its mists and clouds to furnish 
them with correct weather reports, 
radio stations and rescue ships in case 
of accident to the planes. 


Pleasant Place for Stopoven 
And a stopover at the Azores will 
not be in the nature of a hardship to 
overseas passengers. 
What would a 
tourist find, for exam.ple, if his plane 
dropped him at Ponta Delgada, the 
capital 
of 
St. Michael's? 
On 
ap- 
proaching the islands he would find a 
great cloud of dense, gray mist resting 
on the horizon. 
Nearer it becomes a

green. 


Veering to the southeast

Ponta Delgada he would see the city 
first as a formal white line, or, if the 
gaze could pierce the cloud, it would 
be a broken line extending back from 
the sea wall with a series of white 
splotches, small conical hills of bright 
green and stiff white houses edged with 
black trimmings.

Dead City of Farmagusta, on Island of 
Cyprus, a Monument to Their 
Savagery and Hate. 


Farmagusta. "the place of the god- 
dess," Is in a desolate corner of the 
far-famed island of Cyprus. One look 
at the wrecked city show^s plainly that 
the goddess has forsaken her altars. 
It looks as though a sandstorm had 
struck the place and burled its glory 
beneath a dune, from which rise the 
remains of churches, towers and a 
cathedral. 


It was not, however, the sands of 
the tropics that laid the ancient me- 
tropolis low. The Turks, wrathful at 
this city of 300 churches, attacked it in 
a siege which miglit have rivaled the 
lengthy Trojan episode had not hun- 
ger overcome the city's defenders. The 
pillaging of the conquerors completed 
the ruin wrought by battering rams, 
fire and stones. 


Earthquakes followed and settled 
the shattered stones further into tho 
sand. But through the city's days of 
destruction, even today, the outer walls 
and bastions stand'firm. The harbor 
stronghold of Farmagusta would be a 
formidable obstacle to attack even in 
this day of 50-mile guns and scientific 
artillery fire. 


In one corner of the wall stands a 
tower said to have been the scene of 
Desdemona's death at the hands of 
Othello. 


Aside 
f r o m the strong walls there 
are few bits of 
intact architecture 
among the dobrls. An occasional palm 
tree growing up through the ruins adds 
to the effect of abandonment. A few 
Turks hold the city gainst time, the 
only enemy left to It.

€omo of His Poor Constituents Lost

Distress Known.

^'hiQh won biui n soat In parliament 
hnd a kniphthood. Sir LuUe Wliito is 
binding his days as llie inmate of a 
-workhouse infirmary In DrlfTlekl. Clev- 
e r enough to rise from poverty to n 
BOted career, injudicious iu^ostnlents 
brought him low, and at the height of 
his political power he was forced to 
confess himself bankrupt. 
He carried 
down with him numerous tnisting coa- 
jstjtuents. and his liabilities of 
OOO Included $95,000 in loans from 
poor people who had confldod their all 
t o him. The shame of havlnj; thus 
^wrecked the savings of those who be- 
lieved 
in him 
completely 
unnerved 
him. Now he is dependent on public 
charity, his spirit utterly crushed, and 
he Is one of the most pitiful ilguros in 
the north of England. 


Began as Office Boy. 


Bora in Delghton, 
near 
York, 
in 
5845, he wns an office boy at 
fifteen 
for a solicitor» who paid him about 90 
cents a week. 
After eight years in 
that service, of course with Increasing 
Income, he became managiug clerk for 
Another solicitor in DriiTiekl. In an- 
other six years he was admitted to 
tlie bar as solicitor, and in the same 
year he succeeded to the practice of 
his employer, who had died. 


He speedily became known 
as 
a 
local preacher and speaker for a largo 
district, and he was highly popular 
and 
successful. 
For years he was 
chairman of the local board, and then 
of the urban district council. Then he 
went to the East Hiding county coun- 
cil. 
In 1890 he \vas appointed one of 
tlie coroners for East Hiding. He act- 
<5d as election agent for Sir Angus 
Holden, 
Liberal 
member 
of 
parlia- 
ment for the Buckrose division, and 
when Sir Angus died in 1900 AVhite 
•was chosen as his successor. 
In 1908 
he was knighted. 


Popular For Years. 


He continued to divide his time be- 
tween his attendance at AVeslminster 
and his business in Yorkshire, but as 
' ^ e gave more time to his parliament- 
ary duties than to his private affairs, 
his practice suiTered. The war brought 
out the fact that he was in 
financial 
distress, and last fall he resigned his 
seat and liled a petition In bankruptcy.

Autocracy 
has 
failed, and 
failed 
criminally, but the failure of bolshev- 
Ism Is no less complete, even though 
the consequences have been restricted 
to a single country. There is no hope 
for the world Jn eithei% The fate of 
Russia proves that labor must go for- 
ward with the rest of society. It can- 
not advance alone. 
It cannot take 
everything and give nothing. If it ever 
tries, it will wantonly waste most of 
tile substantial fruits of the war. 


Much Cause for Congratulation, 
Labor day is always an inspiration 
to the organijsed workers of -America. 
Nationally, upon this Labor duy, tho 
M'orkers of America have much to con- 
gratulate themselves upon.

four years have resulted in the realiza- 
tion of labor's hopes, long deferred, in 
the enactment of laws guaranteeing 
the liberty of the toilers and their 
right to organize for their protection 
and advancement upon the economic 
field.

yolks of throe eggs until light; add 
half a cupful of sugar, one white of an 
egg. the gratod rind of an orange, one- 
quarter cupful of orange juioe and one 
and one-qnarter cupfuls of milk. 
Mix 
nnd turn into buttered cups and bake 
untH the custard is 
firm. 
Cool and 
serve surrounded witli sections of or- 
ange. 
This custard will unmoid and 
hold its shape.

ful of sugar, half a cupful of slirodded 
coconut, and one-fourth of a teaspoon- 
ful of cinnamon. 
Bake in a greased 
pan in a slf)w oven ono hour. 


Apricot Ice—Take a cupful of corn 
sirup, two cupfuls of canned or fresh 
apricots; cook until soft, masli 
and 
put through a colander. 
If the dried 
apricots aro usod soak overnight and 
cook until soft before mashing. 
Acid 
two tal)lospoonfuls of lemon juice, a 
cupful of water, mix well and freozo. 
If a cream is wanted, substitute a cup 
of thin croam for tho water and froozo.

2 years old. and Mrs." Fred Diehl. were 
so badly cut about the head 
that 
stitches were required to mend their 
wounds while in addition Mrs. Diehl 
is sufferin*g from arm and hip bruises. 
Mrs. John Sharp, was bruised to the 
ext ent that she is unable to move 
about, while Jacob Wright and Rutii 
Wright, other occupants of the car, 
were also badly shaken up. 


In order to give the big machine 
plenty of chance to pass Sharp pulled 
over to the right, nev/ljrtheless, he 
was struck -with such force that his 
car was turned completely around and 
thrown on its side. 
The touring car 
never even slackened speed and it is 
said, turned off its lights. 
Every ef- 
fort to discover the identity of the 
touring car proved fruitless. 
Little 
John Sharp was pinned under the car 
but the remainder of the party jump- 
.ed to their feet and called in vain to 
another pasing machine so that they 
could chase the automobile which had 
struck them.
